The l'm‘rm'utmn and Test Acte,—The Loris
woere equally Inlmical to the rellef of Dissentors,
a8 was shown by their rejection of a4 measure
authorizlng Distenters to solemuize marringes
in their own places of worship, When they
pnsged Lord John Kussoll's bill ?l-r the repeal of
the Test apd Corporation acts, they insisted
upon the introduction of words which excluded
Jews from the bomet of this mensure.

Joreieh Insalilities, — 80 long ngo ns 1885, Mr
Grant's bill for extending civil rights to the Jews
wae adopted by the House of Commons, but
thrown out by the Peers. In 1841, Mr. Divett
succeeded In earrying through s bill admitting
Jews Lo corporate offices. The Lords rejected
it, and did not give way till 1845, In 1848 the
Commons were williveg to admit Jews to Parlin-
ment.  Year after your the bLill for removing
these disabilitles was passed by the Lower House
by Inercasing majoritles; but the Lords per-
siatently withheld thie aet of Justice. It was
not til after ten yenrs ‘had elapsed that Jews
were permitted to =it and vote In the Houee of
Commons; but the Lords still reserve to them-
relves the right to exelude Jews from thelr own
chomber, shionld the Crown, in the exercise of
its prerogative, desive to eronte Jewish peers

Iigwenters and the Univer In 1834 a
bill removing the diggualifications which barred
the universitics agalnst the dissenters puassed
through the House of Commons by large mu-
joritics, but the Lords rejocted iU by a majority
of 102, 11 it had not been for this vole the
Dissenters would have enjoyed the full advan-

lies,

toges of the two universities on terms of reli-
gious equalily more than a generation ngo.
Blmilar billg hove more resently met the same
fute,

Church Rates.—In 1858 the House of Com-

mons puseed Blr John Trelawny's bill for the
abolition of church rates, The same measure
was repeatedly carried in the one house, and ns
often rejected by the other, until Mr, Gladstone's
compromise recently put an end to the strife.

Municipal Reform.—In 1885 the House of
Commons passed o bl purging the corporations
of the kingdom of thelr worst nbusges, but the
Lords Interfered for the more ample protection
of the “freemen” who bhad been the eause of
much of the corruption.

The Corn Laws.—"The hostility of the Lords
Lo the abplition of the Corn Iaws is a matter ol
history. On the eve of their abolition the Duke
of Wellington, who ot all times commanded o
mujority ol the upper House, wrote these words:

—*'I nm one of those who think the continuance
of the Corn laws esgential to the agriculture of
the country In its existing state, and partivalarly
to that of Ireland, and a benefit to the whole
community.”

Fducation.—When, in 1830, Lord Melbourne's
adminlstration placed the management of the
edycation funds in the hands of & committes of
the Privy Couneil, In order that ald might be
dispensed to sehools of varions denominations,
the Lords, avowedly Influenced by o fear that
the agcendancy of the Church over the education
of the people would be endangered, voted an ad-
dress to the Crown against this measure,

Life Peerages.—Iu 1850 ministers advised the
issming of letters patent conferring a life ’ICL‘T-
age on Bir James Parke. This exercise of the
royal prerogative was successfully contested by
the Lords, nnd Baron Porke woas ralsed ‘to the
];L‘;'tdil:ll‘_\’ peerage by the title of Lord Wensley-
dale,

an angry controversy, succeeded in vindicating

One objeet of Count Blsmuark's retirement was,
undoubtedly, the restorition of” his health; but
the direct cause of his obtaining leave of ab-
sence from his position in the Prossinn Ministry
was that he might leave to its other members the
entire burden of the coming contest with the
Chambers on the guestion of covering the deficit,
There is no member of the Ministry who has
8o great a command over the Chambers as
Connt Bismark, and least of all the Minlster
of Finances, Baron von der Heydt, who is to
hear the brunt of the attack of the Liberals, and
whom they Leartily detest. Count Bismark has
tuken good enre, through the semi-officlal press,
vonvey the intelligence that he will in no
way be bonnd by the action of the Ministry
furing his absence, and the Liberals are eluted
over an epsy suceess which they anticipate,

THE SUEZ CANAL,

The Pregress of the Work,

A correspondent of the Bombay (7asnite,
visited the Suez Canal, gives an interesting -
count of the works in progress along the line.
Porsonal inspection made him a bellever for the
firet thme In the canal as o really great achleve-
memt, " cepecially when he saw the waters of the
Mediterranean rushing past him in a strong curs
rent 100 feet broad Into the Bitter Lakes. Al-
ready the water let through the deversoir near
Serapeum bing flooded the basin of the lnkes to
n good depth, but a vast quantity more must you
e Introduced before the lnkes are ralsed o the
level of the canal, *In point ol fnct,” he wrltes
Sthe whole couutey must be coverad with witoer
before the desired Jevel s reached aod the
embuankment can be cut away, M. Laval-
ley propoees o bring  the Hed Bea o to
the aid of the Mediterrancan in order to
accomplish  this  work, and has  fixed
the 1st of July ns the date tor effecting commn
nleation between the two seas, But the works
al Chalouf will certainly not bae completed at
thist date, or for some thme after it and T ob-
serve that the contractor has Ingenlously pro-
vided n loophole of escape for himself by
proposing to ¢ut through the bank of the canal
at the head of the Suez Ingoons, several miles
from the entrance to the chaunel, and so let the
witer Into the Bitter Lakes from this side by o
fresh deversoir, This will certainly be one mode
of establishing through communication; but I
uecd not eay that it will be a quite different
thing from the opening of the canal for the navi-
ration of heavy ships.” Ismailin is o charming
ittle town, but it makes one smile to hear

wlhin

every man talk of it as likely to supor-
sede  Alexandrin.” There is no port yei in
Luke Telmaly, much less any trade, but it
s a plensant place for bathing, aud, In one

CHIVALRY.

A Charncterlstic Seene in South Cnrolinn—Three
Meu Killed aod Four Wounded,

A bloody row occurred at the election pre-
cinet of Bleepy Hollow, Barnwell county, South
Caroling, on Thursday last, which resulted in
the killing of two men, the fatnl wounding of
another, and the stabbing of four others, The
Augusta (Ga. ) Constitutionalist says: —

The ditieulty grew out of the clectlon of
township offlears,  When It was found that the
radical nominees were elected, Elmore Tyler,
an  enthusiastie  Conservative, exclalined: —
“Bovs, we're beat: I don't blame vou colored
people; 1 blame you white sealnwngs.”

A. Woodward, a brother of one of the oflicera
eleeted, domanded a retraction of Tyler, when
Pickeng Woodward drew a pistol, which was
wrested from him by John H, Hollaud, A, P.
Woodward now drew Llis plstol, mortally
wounding Holland, and the Ii:‘Ll then became
renernl.  Wiliam J. Woodward, father of
Plekens and A, P., whipped out a large knife,
and began an indiscriminate assault upon those
who were identified with the conservative party.
Avtacking Wyait Tyler, o inflicted a severe
stub upon the neck of tuat geotleman, James
Tyler und his brother Joseph also received
wouhds from the knife in the hands of Wood-
ward, the former in the eide, and the latter in
the breast,  With his thivst for blood not yet
satluted, Woodward set upon Frank M. Green,
and inflicted n severe wound in his side.

At this juncture the father of Green, John 8.
Green, 8r., observing the danger to which his
son was exposed, closed n with Woodward, who
he succeeded in folling to the ground. While
Green wos pinning Woodward to the earth, A.
P. Woodward discharged two shots from his
plstol, which took effect in the left side of
Green, causing immedinte death, Young Wood-
wird algo fired upon Frapk M. Green, wonundiog
him in the left hand. From the effect of this
wound Green fell, when his antagonist fired at
bim again, but missed his wim. Two plstol
shots, fired by partles unknown, took cffect in
the back of A, P. Woodward, producing wounds
which, it s thought, must prove fatal.  All the
parties impligated in this affale were white, the
colored people present taking no part in the
light on eith 0l Blilo.
